War Dcpartont li Regard 
To Casualties of Tte War I

No News is Good News: To the 
people at home who frantically 
turn to the casualty lists because 
they haven’t heard from their 
soldier and who think they may 
have missed a list, the War De­ 
partment says no news can be 
taken for good news hi this war. 
It has been the opinion of the 
Department that nearest of kin 
should 
not 
learn 
of 
tragedy 
through newspaper casualty lists 
before official announcement has 
reached them. When a casualty 
is reported to the Department the 
name, grade and serial number 
of the individual are checked with 
the t!1v containing an “teMrgency 
addressee card" for every soldier, 
giving his name and serial num­ 
ber and the name, address and 
relationship of the person to be 
notified in an emergency. Every 
precaution is taken to preclude 
error in verification. Then a tele­ 
gram is sent by the War Depart­ 
ment to the emergency addressee. 


Only then is the casualty per­ 
mitted to be published. 
In the case of death the wire 
Is followed by a toller of sym­ 
pathy relating all known circum­ 
stances. and a bulletin containing 
information about back pay. in­ 
surance and pension procedures, 
along with information about con­ 
tacting the American Red Cross 
and Army Emergency Relief. 
When the casualty telegram re­ 
ports that the soldier has be«» 
wounded, the follow-up totter con­ 
tains a blank for a five word inB$~ 
sage of cheer and a postage free 
envelope addressed to the casualty 
branch. When the message from 
the family is received there lt to 
im m ediatelyBSSBH H HSH SHi 
wounded man. n r Teassure the 
home folks further, periodic medi­ 
cal reports on the condition of 
the disabled soldier are sent to!

They win be required, however, 
to locate the machinery they wish 
to purchase and obtain a pur­ 
chase certificate from fh m Mach­ 
inery Battening Onsnmtttees be­ 
fore making purchase. Producers 
are eligible for purchase certifi­ 
cates when their application for 
farm machinery and equipment Is I 
approved hr local rationing com­ 
mittees. 
Committees art not permitted to 
issue purchase certifies tee unless 
the machinery first is located by 
the producer. B. P. Vance, chair­ 
man of the State board said and 
explained that the purpose of this 
plan was to prevent issuing certi­ 
ficates in excess of available sup­ 
ply. 
Tag requirements also are abol­ 
ished and machinery is tagged to 
specify the State in which it is 
to be sold. Previously, machinery 
was tagged by counties and could 
be purchased when machines were 
to be used in the county for 
|whlch they were tagged. 
State quotas remain in effect 
but break-down by counties no 
longer will be necessary under 
the revised program, Vance said.
